DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the claims' amendments dated 
2/1 8/201 1 . The cancellation of claims 1 -22, 27, 37-48; and the amendments of 
claims 23, 26, 28, 29, 33, 34, 49, 51, 52; and the newly added claims 54-55 have 
been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 23, 28, 49, 54 and 55 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 23-26, 
28-36 and 49-55 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 23-26, 28-36 and 49-55 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

Regarding claims 23, 28, 49, 54 and 55, the claim recites a 
communication device, that includes the combination of comparing the input 
characters to characters that are not directly adjacent to the reference character 
sequences; and wherein the input device is an interactive display device on 
which characters are displayed in a text input area and are touch-sensitively 
selectable for inputting, and wherein the prediction device uses drawing 
movement between various characters of the text input area for marking 
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separated characters of a single coherent character sequence. Such 
combination is not taught, suggested or made obvious by the prior arts of record.
